Residents are asked what their priorities are 


Residents are being asked to 
take part in a mass budget 
conversation in which they 
can say what services they 
want Waltham Forest Council 
to spend its limited budget on. 

Every household in the borough 
has been sent a letter explaining 
how they can have their say using 
the Council’s online tool ‘You 
Choose’. For those who do not 
have internet access at home, the 
tool can be completed at libraries 
across the borough, all of which 
have free internet access. 

Using ‘You choose’ residents 
can see how much the Council 
spends on services so they can 
prioritise the areas and services 
that are most important to them, 
and suggest making savings 
to other areas. The results will 
be used to help the Council’s 
decisions about budgets over the 
next four years. 

There will be drop-in sessions at 
various libraries between Monday 
8 and Monday 22 November, 
where staff will be on hand to 
help you. The Council will also 
be out and about in the borough 
at roadshows on Saturday 6, 
Wednesday 10 and Saturday 
13 November. You can go along 
and talk about budget cuts and 
how you think savings should be 
made. You can find out when and 
where library drop-in sessions and 
roadshows are taking place by 


visiting the Council website. 

Cllr Chris Robbins, Leader of 
Waltham Forest Council, told 
Waltham Forest News: “I’m 


urging residents to take part 
and tell us what they think. 

“Everyone knows the 
government has taken a 
huge amount of money out 
of public services during the 


Comprehensive Spending Review 
and as a result Waltham Forest 
needs to make unprecedented 
savings of at least £65 million 


over the next four years. 

“The reality of the situation 
is that we are going to have to 
deliver important services with 
a significantly reduced budget. 
We will be fighting for the best 


interests of our residents, as we 
have over police numbers and 
Building Schools for the Future.”

As a parent who lives in the 
area, I am most concerned 
about the cleanliness of our 
children’s parks, specifically 
the one located along Dames 
Road, between Ramsay 
Road and Thorpe Road. 

While all the play equipment 
is great and the swings, slides 
and benches are in perfect condition, the park is often 
dirty and has cigarette butts scattered all over the floor. 

I know that rubbish in bins is cleaned away, but the 
floor is very dirty in places, and the dirt looks ages old. 

I’m sure many parents would appreciate if more cleaning 
was done and also if people could learn to take some 
responsibility and pick up after themselves as well. 

The cigarette butts on the floor annoy me and I 
think they give a bad example to children. I have seen 
some very small children, no more than two years 
old, picking them up and putting them in their mouths 
before their parents could rush to stop them.

I don’t think people should be smoking in parks 
anyway, but they especially shouldn’t drop their finished 
cigarettes where people take their children to play. 

I know there are only a few of these self-satisfying 
teenagers and adults who forget the welfare of the 
community, but I beg if they see this article they should 
have a sense of responsibility and care for others and 
smoke outside of the park. And of course put their 
cigarettes in the bin when they have finished! 

The same goes for parents who throw litter down in 
the play area. They should demonstrate good manners 
to their children, by placing rubbish in the bins provided 
and of course telling kids to do the same, because 
seeing parents do something right is the best way to 
teach children.

Bureau warns 
of impact of cuts 

• Local Citizens Advice Bureau worried about the effect budget cuts will have on residents 

• Service will continue to provide free, impartial advice for those in need of help 


Waltham Forest Citizens 
Advice Bureau (CAB) is 
warning that residents, 
and especially its clients, 
could be badly affected by 
budget cuts announced 
in the government’s 
Comprehensive 
Spending Review. 

About 25 per cent of CAB 
clients, and 15 per cent of 
Waltham Forest residents, are 
long term sick or disabled, 
and a great number depend 
on social security or are in low 
paid employment and receive 
tax credits. In addition around 
80 per cent are tenants. CAB 
says that cuts to sickness 
benefits, housing benefits and 
tax credits could have a real 


impact on those in need. 

Steve Johnson, Manager 
of Waltham Forest Citizens 
Advice Bureau, explained: 

“The full effect of the spending 
review is unclear, but we 
expect cuts to start to take 
hold from early next year.” 

“Contribution Based 
Employment and Support 
Allowance (ESA) is a key 
welfare benefit for sick people, 
and is focussed on those who 
have worked before becoming 
ill. The announced cuts 
mean that in the majority 
of cases ESA payments 
will be limited to a year. 

“This may be a real worry 
for people with long-term 
illnesses, such as heart 


trouble and acute mental 
health problems. For some, a 
means-tested version of ESA 
will be available, but many 
others will have no choice but 
to claim jobseekers allowance 
(JSA), which will leave them 
far worse off. Even then, up 
to half of people invited to 
claim JSA after coming off 
a sickness benefit fail to do 
so. They simply drop out of 
entitlement and support.” 

In addition, private sector 
tenants could face reductions 
to their housing benefit, 
which could reduce their 
ability to pay the rent. Those 
with children or who have 
disabilities will be particularly 
vulnerable, while cuts to 


tax credits could mean 
fewer people will get help, 
including less help with 
child care costs. 

Steve added: “In all these 
cases, people will need 
support and advice. We 
are already struggling to 
cope, but will do all we can 
to continue to provide free, 
impartial and confidential 
advice to those who 
desperately need our help.”

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Spending Review 
affects housing 

• Changes to housing benefit could lead to more Houses in multiple occupation (HMOs) 

• Councils likely to have funding for new social and affordable housing reduced 


While much of the detail 
of the government’s 
Comprehensive Spending 
Review has yet to be fully 
unveiled, there’s one area 
where we already know 
the borough is being hit 
particularly hard: housing. 


As many readers will know, 
there is a pressing need for 
new and improved affordable 
family housing across the 
borough, with at least 6000 
families living in overcrowded 
housing and many people 
unable to take their first step 


onto the property ladder 
due to high prices. 

The Council has not yet 
been given detailed information 
on issues such as funding 
to improve council homes. 
However other changes and 
their possible impact on the 


borough are clearer. Changes 
to housing benefit have been 
announced which will only 
allow people under 35 to rent 
a room in a shared house. It 
is likely that this will lead to an 
increase in Houses in Multiple 
Occupation (HMOs) in the 
borough. Similarly, plans to cap 
housing benefits may well lead 
to hundreds more families 
moving to Waltham Forest 
due to lower prices than 
some of London’s more 
expensive boroughs. 

As well as a potential 
influx of new residents and 
the need to regulate more 
HMOs, money to build 
new housing is going to be 
increasingly thin on the ground 
thanks to a 60% cut to the 
National Affordable Housing 
Programme. This, it is being 
suggested, could be offset by 
a significant increase in rents 
for new tenants - something 
that is not necessarily the best 
solution for Waltham Forest. 

Waltham Forest’s Cabinet 
Member for Housing and 
Development, Cllr Marie Pye, 
said: “Thousands of people 
living in Waltham Forest 
would love to move to good 
quality affordable housing, 
but these proposals could 
stop that dream ever coming 
true. Instead we could see 
lots more HMOs, families 
being forced to move here 
from other parts of London 
and pressure to significantly 
increase rents. Considering 
the average wage for Waltham 
Forest is 20% lower than the 
London average I don’t really 
see how we can be expecting 
our residents to bear the cost 
of this.”

As everyone will now be aware, the government 
announced widespread funding cuts for councils 
in their Comprehensive Spending Review on 
Wednesday 20 October. 

The result for Waltham Forest is that we will have to 
save at least £65 million over the next four years. This is 
a huge amount of money, and it is with great regret that 
I say it means the Council will not be able to do all of the 
things we have done in the past. 

This terrible news came on top of other significant 
funding cuts we have had to bear this year. We’ll no 
longer receive £258 million to build new schools, an 
extra £2.6 million was taken from government funding 
in July and we continue to fight for a fair number of 
permanent police officers for our borough. 

“Every service area will 
be affected by cuts, but the 
Council is committed to 
providing vital services.” 

Tough decisions lie ahead for us, and every service 
we provide will be affected in some way. 

It is for this reason we want residents’ views on how 
we should save £65 million, and are launching a big 
conversation with everyone living in the borough. We 
must ensure that the cuts we have to make reflect 
resident’s priorities, and that the Council continues to 
provide vital services for the largest number of people. 

By now you should have received a letter explaining 
how you can take part in the big conversation and let the 
Council know what your priorities are. 

There is also an online consultation tool - ‘You choose’ 
- which residents can use to see how much the Council 
spends on services so they can prioritise the areas and 
services that are most important to them, and suggest 
making savings to other areas. 

There will also be roadshows and drop-in sessions at 
libraries and shopping areas where you can come along 
and speak to us and find out more. 

Every service area will be affected by cuts, but the 
Council is committed to providing vital services and 
making sure that the tax burden isn’t passed onto 
families that are already struggling to make ends meet.

Major new Morris exhibit 

• More good news for William Morris Gallery as stunning new carpet is donated 

• Existence of the ‘peacock carpet’ unknown until only recently 



To say that it’s been a 
good year for the William 
Morris Gallery would 
be something of an 
understatement. Back 
in issue 28 of Waltham 
Forest News we reported 
on the successful bid for 
£1.5m of Heritage Lottery 
Fund cash, and now a 
major new piece has been 
donated to the Gallery’s 
treasure trove of exhibits. 

Donated by the Monument 
Trust, the ‘peacock carpet’ 
represents an outstanding, 
and until recently unknown, 
example of Morris’s work. 


It has been described by 
textile expert Linda Parry as 
amongst the finest of the 
Morris carpets to have 
been seen. 

Measuring more than 
13 square feet, the piece 
was bought from a private 
collection in Northern 
California and, after being 
expertly restored, has now 
found itself a fine home in 
the only gallery devoted to 
the life and work of William 
Morris, one of Britain’s most 
important designers. 

Featuring two large 
peacocks at its heart, the 


carpet is a splendid example 
of the quality of design and 
craftsmanship achieved by 
Morris. Painstakingly hand- 
knotted, the colours retain 
their original vibrancy and it is 
easy to see why Morris & Co 
became a household name. 

However, a degree of 
mystery still surrounds the 
carpet as the identity of the 
original owner is not yet 
known. The Gallery is incredibly 
fortunate as the original design 
has been part of the collection 
since 1940, but until this carpet 
came to light it had been 
assumed that the design 
was never actually made. 

The new acquisition 
was unveiled at an event 
celebrating the Heritage 
Lottery Fund bid on 21 
October, a date that also 
marked the 60th anniversary 
of the Gallery itself. A special 
exhibition showcasing the 
‘peacock carpet’ will take 
place at the Gallery from 21 
January to 31 March 2011. 

Waltham Forest’s Cabinet 
Member for Leisure, Arts 
and Culture, Cllr Geraldine 


Reardon, told Waltham Forest 
News: “This has been a very 
busy year for the Gallery 
and the work that staff and 
the Friends of William Morris 
Gallery have put in has truly 
paid off. 

“We’re still thrilled by 
the news that the Gallery’s 
Heritage Lottery Fund bid 
was successful and this 
unique acquisition is like the 
icing on the cake. It is a one- 
off item and looks absolutely 
amazing - when it’s formally 
put on display next year I 
would advise anyone with 
even a passing interest in the 
borough’s cultural heritage to 
come to the Gallery and have 
a look for themselves.”

• Waltham Forest Talking Newspaper provides audio versions of local news 

• Service is completely free and available to all residents with low vision 


Every Thursday night or 
Friday morning you’ll find 
a group of people tucked 
away in a small recording 
studio in a Leyton side 
street reading stories 
from local newspapers 
and recording it to tape. 

For more than 30 years 
the Waltham Forest Talking 
Newspaper has provided audio 
versions of local newspapers 
to blind and partially sighted 
people living in the borough. 

A team of two or three 
readers pick stories to read 
from local newspapers, 
which are recorded on 
an hour-long tape by sound 
engineers. The team produces 
two master copies of the 
session and then records 
around 100 tapes ready to 
send to listeners. 

Thanks to free postage 
provided by the Royal Mail, 
there is no cost to join the 


scheme and receive tapes. 

And the only details you need 
to give are your name, address 
and date of birth - so the team 
can wish you a happy birthday! 

Waltham Forest News was 
invited to go along and see a 
recording session take place. 

The Thursday evening 
recording session works 
professionally but informally, 
sounding almost like a radio 
‘magazine’ show. Readers have 
some banter and conversation 
between reading news stories. 

Treasurer of Waltham Forest 
Talking Newspaper Paul 
Braham told Waltham Forest 
News: “Everyone who works 
on the talking newspaper gives 
their time voluntarily. It’s very 
fun, but hard work. We are 
always looking for volunteers 
of all ages who can help us, 
whether it is with reading, 
helping as a sound technician 
or fundraising.” 


The talking newspaper 
receives no regular funding, but 
has recently received grants 
from Leyton and Whipps Cross 
Community Council, North 
Chingford Community 
Council and O-Regen to 
help with refurbishment 
works to their building. 

Paul said: “We gladly 
receive donations whether it 
is financial or in the form of 
equipment for our studio and 
premises. Some items we’ve 
had donated include furniture 
from a local hairdressers, 
carpet tiles and paint. 

“We want the second part 
of our refurbishment to be an 
upgrade of our equipment. We 
would like to start recording to 
CD. It will make the process 
far simpler and the sound 
quality will improve. If any local 
businesses could help us with 
audio equipment we would be 
very grateful. 


“Being the only talking 
newspaper in Waltham Forest 
comes with great responsibility;

While we’re continuing

a brand-new custody 
centre in Leyton. 


The £13m facility, based 
in Boreham Close, is part 
of Metropolitan Police 
plans to have a dedicated 
custody centre in each 
borough.

The state-of-the-art 
building ups the number of 


cells in the borough from 
15 to 30. This will hopefully 
mean the borough’s officers 
will no longer have to travel 
outside the borough, thus 
freeing up their time to get on 
with frontline policing.

solar power and has on-site 
recycling facilities.

£5,000 fines and £1,279 costs thanks to the work of the Council’s 
Housing Standards Team. Mr Qasim and Mr Hajabali, who own and 
manage the property on Grove Green Road in Leytonstone, were tried 
at Walthamstow Magistrates’ Court after having been given ample 
time and notice to apply for the correct licence for the three-storey 
property. Realising that some of society’s most vulnerable residents 
live in HMOs, licensing is intended to ensure that landlords are 
fulfilling their duties and that the properties are properly managed 
and suitable for occupation by the number of people living there.

£20,000 reward to 
help catch killer 

Detectives investigating the murder of Michelle Samaraweera and 
three other DNA-linked sexual assaults are now offering a reward 
of up to £20,000 for information leading to the identification, 
arrest and prosecution of the person responsible. 

Last month police revealed new CCTV images taken on 
the night Michelle was murdered, Saturday 30 May 2009. 

They revealed a man entering the Somerfield supermarket in 
Markhouse Road after Michelle had entered the shop. Despite 
efforts by detectives to trace the man and the investigation being 
prominently featured on BBC Crimewatch his whereabouts are not 
known and his identity remains a mystery. Police are now hoping 
members of the public can help to identify him. The suspect has 
been described as being of Asian appearance, or with dark skin 
and dark hair, and is aged between 30 and 45 years. 

Detective Chief Inspector Stewart Hill said: “We are now 
offering this large reward in a bid to trace the man responsible for 
Michelle’s callous murder and the linked assaults. Someone will 
have information about these attacks and be able to help us remove 
a very dangerous man from the streets. We have been trying to 
trace a man who entered the shop on the same night as Michelle 
for some time and we’re keen to speak to anyone who can help 
us identify him. The pictures are so clear that we remain confident 
someone can identify him and lead us to his current whereabouts.”
